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Not as Funny as You Think 


In the Washington Daily News of Sep- 
tember 29 Frederick Othman was report- 
ing the proceedings in the United States 
Senate: 


. . . Now we were ready to consider the multi- 
billion-dollar tax bill. Only Sen. William Langer 
(R., N. D.) had an amendment. It would have 
forced all race tracks to collect a 20 per cent with- 
holding tax on their loot. “Can anyone show one 
single valid objection?” cried the gentleman from 
North Dakota. 

Sen. Thomas R. Underwood (D., Ky.) said he 
could. He made a speech about hosses, including 
a dramatic bit about thorobreds thundering 
down the home stretch, and said any more taxes 
would ruin racing. 

The junior senator from Florida, George Smath- 
ers. said he wanted to say a few words. Would 
Sen. Langer yield him some time? 

“Tl yield you five seconds,” snapped Sen. L. 

“Uh... ” began Sen. Smathers. Bang went 
the Veep’s gavel. Time was up. The gentlemen then 
voted down withholding taxes on horse-race win- 
nings. Sen. Langer walked outside to chew sadly 
on an unlit cigar, with the cellophane still around 
it. 

A Senate reporter must learn to ab- 
breviate. Actually it was neither that brief 
nor that funny. On the standing vote there 
was only a small majority against the 
ruinous legislation proposed by Senator 
Langer. 


No More Jersey Acts 


After the rescission of the so-called Jer- 
sey Act by the stud book authority in 
England, The Jockey Club in New York, 
responsible for registration and the stud 
book in North America, was left with an 
important decision to make. The Amer- 
ican authority had carefully followed the 
English exclusion rule for many years, 
and when England changed its registra- 
tion requirements in such a way as to ad- 
mit numerous American, French, Aus- 
tralasian, and other strains not traceable 
in all branches to the General Stud Book, 
the American authority was left with an 
unstated but quite effective Jersey Act 
of its own. 

The Jockey Club’s decision was virtual- 
ly the same as that of the stud book au- 
thority in England. The ruling on the 
eligibility of imported horses with pedi- 
grees not entirely traceable to the Gen- 
eral Stud Book is given as follows: 


Any horse being able to prove satisfactorily 
some eight crosses of pure blood, to trace back 
for at least a century, and to show such perform- 
ances of its immediate family on the turf as to 
justify the belief in the purity of its blood, may 
be considered as eligible to apply for registration 
in the American Stud Book. 


“This is a declaration of principle,” the 
registrar, Mrs. Lillian Brennan, notes, 
“and does not mean the full acceptance 
of the stud book of any one country. 
Each application is considered on its in- 
dividual merits.” 

As in England, no specific provision is 
made for the eventual acceptance of 
horses, such as those from several Irish 
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families, which have run well and come 
from almost completely Thoroughbred an- 
cestry, but whose pedigrees have been 
recorded only in half-bred registers. 

Under the new ruling of The Jockey 
Club registration has been refused to a 
few horses. In case of doubt, importers 
would be well advised to check with The 
Jockey Club before actually bringing a 
horse to North America. 


The Big Race 


Greentree Stable’s Tom Fool won the 
Futurity at Belmont Park last week, took 
over the leading 2-year-old honors for the 
year, and gained resounding revenge over 
the only two colts which had ever finished 
in front of him, Cousin and Hill Gail. For 
Greentree it was the second Futurity win 
in three years, and enough to move the 
stable into second place among the lead- 
ing owners for the year, with a total of 
$554,957, less than $50,000 behind the 
leading Calumet Farm stable, whose total 
was $603,505. 


“We went along in third or fourth place, 
couple of lengths off Jet Master,” winning 
jockey Ted Atkinson reported. “We had 
dead aim on him. About twenty or thirty 
lengths outside the eighth-pole I showered 
down on Tom Fool. He just swarmed all 
over Jet Master. I used the whip four or 
five times. I guess I used it once too often. 
He swerved the last time I hit him, and 
I had to take hold and straighten him out.” 


The Futurity ordinarily is the most im- 
portant single race in determining rank 
among the 2-year-olds. However, it is not 
at all conclusive for 3-year-old predic- 
tions. The favorite, Calumet’s Hill Gail, 
swerved sharply twice in the race, as if 
shying from sudden pain. Two days later 
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Trainer Jimmy Jones announced that the 
son of Bull Lea had popped a splint in 
the race and that he would be put away 
for the remainder of the year.

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SIDELIGHTS, by Joe H. Palmer 


HBPA, Tropical Park Agree; 
A Note on Willie Shoemaker 


There will be one thing new about the 
winter, anyway. There will not be a 
strike, or the threat of one, at Tropical 
Park. I have grown accustomed to this 
strike, and I will miss it, but I suppose it’s 
best for everybody to drop it. The Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion and the management of the track 
have come to an advance agreement on 
purses, and the horsemen have accepted 
the provision that neither the organiza- 
tion or any of its members “shall re- 
quest any increase or reconsideration of 
the purse arrangement, regardless of any 
future circumstance or handle.” 

The consideration on which this agree- 
ment was made is that the horsemen re- 
ceive, for 41 eight-race days, the same 
sum that they got for nine-race cards last 
year, or $692,300. Francis Dunne, who is 
racing secretary there, will meet with 
HBPA representatives and will work out 
the exact distribution of this, which will 
probably mean that he will try to hold out 
as much money for his best races as pos- 
sible, and the horsemen will work for the 
highest possible minimum purses. 

There seems a possibility that eight- 
and nine-race programs will alternate in 
Florida this year, though the matter isn’t 
settled yet. If there are nine races at Trop- 
ical on any given day, $1,800 will be add- 
ed to the total distribution. I don’t know 
that this is an ideal arrangement, but at 
least it has been agreed to in advance by 
all of the parties to it, which is preferable 
to having a public squabble and the re- 
sulting ill-feeling. 


SECOND. There isn’t much question 
that pink and red don’t go well together. 
A couple of years ago the Calumet stable 
came to Belmont to go through the for- 
mality of carrying off the purse money 
through the efforts of Coaltown and Theory, 
and Greentree trumped the one with Ca- 
pot and the other with Guillotine. This 
season Calumet’s aces were A Gleam and 
Hill Gail, the first favorite for the Matron 
Stakes, the latter favored for the Futurity. 
Greentree didn’t quite manage to win the 
Matron, because Rose Jet was too fast. 
but its representative, Knot Hole, did nose 
A Gleam out of second place. In the Fu- 
turity it ran off with all the money with 
Tom Fool, Hill Gail finishing fourth. This 
amounts to persecution. 

The stable tried for what would have 
been a notable triple. *Northern Star had 


won the fifth race. a classified handicap, 
just before Tom Fool got down in the 
Futurity, and in One Hitter the stable had 
the favorite for the Manhattan. One Hit- 
ter ran a good sort of race, but County 
Delight, apparently well suited by the 
mile and a half, had nothing to do but 
gallop in the stretch, One Hitter finishing 
second. Even so, Greentree got off with 
$94,705 for the day, plus a trophy. It did 
not, however, get the $3,000 nominator’s 
award; that went to Tom Fool’s breeder, 
Duval Headley. 

This state of affairs moved Greentree 
into second place on the owners’ list, the 
total now being $559,957 for the year. 
Calumet is still ahead with $603,500, and 
the days are running out. But with Tom 
Fool, Knot Hole, One Hitter, Hall of 
Fame, and *Northern Star to draw upon 
it wouldn’t be impossible to close the gap. 
Brookmeade, in third place with $472,180, 
seems too far back to get up. so the honor 
is pretty surely between Greentree and 
Calumet. Greentree beat Calumet out once 
before, in 1942, when it was owned by 
Mrs. Payne Whitney, but it hasn’t been 
able to do it under the present owner- 
ship. But, if it happens, it will be under 
the same trainer, for John Gaver was han- 
dling the stable in 1942. when he had 
Shut Out, The Rhymer, Corydon, and 
Devil Diver to wérk with. 


General George C. Mar- 
shall, who has been responsible for hand- 
ing out a lot of things, presented the Fu- 
turity trophy. He did it with an ease 
which bespoke practice, and I discovered 
that he had broken in at this sort of 
thing in 1939, when he gave the late W. 
L. Brann the trophy for Challedon’s Clas- 
sic Stakes. He’d kept his hand in by giv- 
ing trophies at races in China until this 
became a little unlikely. 


BATTLER. The most prominent small 
object on the grounds is Willie Shoemak- 
er, who has been riding winners all over 
the lot since he came East from Cali- 
fornia. It had been reported that he came 
from El Paso, and this seemed to suggest 
a horse background. It turned out he was 
from Fabens, which is some thirty miles 
from El Paso, and that he grew up among 
cotton farmers, and had no experience 
with horses until he started breaking year- 
lings in California when he was about 
sixteen. 

I remarked that he seemed to ride with 


his stirrups level, instead of using the 
“acey-deucy” seat which is now almost 
universal, and his valet showed me his 
stirrup leathers, with the buckle marks 
on them. He rides with the right one 
pulled up just one hole, which is about 
a half-inch. He tried the “acey-deucy” 
a few times, and found he couldn't keep 
in balance. Most riders discover this; the 
difference is that when Shoemaker found 
it out he quit trying it. 

Shoemaker can whip reasonably well, 
with either hand, but it isn’t his strong 
point. He has remarkably light hands, and 
horses run well for him. Unless he has 
orders to the contrary. he usually lets his 
mounts settle down in stride before he 
starts going up—not as much as Mc- 
Creary but along the same line—and he 
usually gets to the top of the stretch with 
the freshest horse. Sometimes, of course, 
he’s too far back to get up, but he’s had 
a good percentage of winners. 

The Beldame, on Thelma Berger, was 
his biggest one thus far, and he got it 
by coming through horses and making his 
run when the others were tiring. He can 
do 102 pounds, and says he has no trouble 
with his weight, so he’s got an edge on 
boys like Arcaro and Guerin, who can’t 
take lightweight mounts. 


LINCOLN DOWNS IN TRA 


Acceptance of the membership applica- 
tion of the Burrillville Racing Associa- 
tion, which operates Lincoln Downs at 
Lincoln, R. L., brought to 37 the number 
of tracks now affiliated in the Thorough- 
bred Racing Associations of the United 
States, Inc. TRA’s president, Alfred Van- 
derbilt, said last week: 


“We are happy to announce the admis- 
sion of Lincoln Downs to membership in 
the TRA. It is, in effect the setting in 
place of another block in the unified struc- 
ture of Thoroughbred racing, which, in 
addition to being perhaps our oldest and 
one of our most popular professional 
sports, is also an industry of importance 
to state and national economy. 

“Membership in the TRA is not solicit- 
ed but is open to any track willing to op- 
erate under the TRA code of standards 
and in co-operation with the Thorough- 
bred Racing Protective Bureau.” 


OEDIPUS REPEATS 


Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ 5-year-old Oedipus 
(Blue Larkspur—Be Like Mom, by 
*Sickle) won the 214-mile Brook Steeple- 
chase Handicap at Belmont Park October

the way. won by three lengths from Justin 
Funkhouser’s Palaja. with F. Ambrose 
Clark’s Lone Fisherman seven lengths 
farther back in the field of a dozen.

Policy on Claiming Races: 


Just Knough to “Classify” 


Los ANGELES 


In recent weeks California horsemen 
and the Racing Board have each taken a 
whack at patching some of the flaws in 
the claiming rule without too much suc- 
cess. The problem is still an awful head- 
ache and this coming winter season, as 
you may have read, Santa Anita will have 
another go at the issue. 


Santa Anita’s laudable intention is to 
eliminate claiming races as much as pos- 
sible. During the first 11 days of the sea- 
son, for example, no claiming races are 
scheduled. However, there is a proviso in 
the first book that substitute races, if and 
when needed during the opening days of 
the meeting, will be conditioned for claim- 
ers. There is another proviso that claiming 
races, when found advisable, will be 
scheduled during the remainder of the 
meeting. 

Santa Anita’s idea of running a race 
meeting with a minimum of claiming 
events adds up to a Noble Experiment, in- 
deed. But whether it will work is some- 
thing else again. However, anything may 
be worth a try, and in place of claiming 
races, Director of Racing Carleton Burke 
and Racing Secretary Webb Everett will 
schedule races for horses that have been 
running for specified values. In other 
words, if a horse has been running in 
$5,000 claimers, his classification is auto- 
matically set and he can continue to run 
in the same grade without risk of being 
claimed. 


There is no argument but that a num- 
ber of prominent owners in California 
want no part of the excessive horse trad- 
ing that has been, and is, taking place, 
and the experience has been that many 
stables have shipped here from the East 
with, say, eight or ten horses, and have 
departed at the close of the season with 
only one or two left in their barn. Claim- 
ing horses has come to be a_ business 
with some trainers and owners out this 
way, and it isn’t particularly healthy for 
the sport. 

This reporter suspects that Santa Anita’s 
idea is a delicate come-on—a come-on to 
my track, as it were, and race this winter 
without danger of losing your horse. For 
example, Everett can point out to Eastern 
trainers where a $5,000 horse will find per- 
haps two races in the first condition book 
where there is no danger of his being 
claimed. There may even be other similar 


races coming up in subsequent condition 
books. But the certainty of those two 
races may be enough to lure some im- 
portant stables to ship out here this win- 
ter. 


On paper. the theory of a minimum of 
claiming races looks good. But it seems 
like a poor man’s graded allowance race 
and probably possesses the same weak- 
nesses. Everett once characterized the 
graded allowance race as an “invitation” 
to trainers to “qualify” with horses, and 
if a man will qualify with a $12,000 horse 
he'll do the same thing with a $2.000 or 
$3,000 horse. In other .words, if a trainer 
is going to win once at a meeting in the 
$3.000 bracket, he’s probably going to 
make it a good once. 

A few weeks ago during the season at 
Del Mar, horsemen and members of the 
Racing Board got together and tried to 
do something about the claiming rule. 
They changed the old rule, which affected 
only the winner, and passed a new rule 
that every horse claimed must step up 
in value 25 per cent for a period of at 
least 30 days. In reporting the board’s 
action, one of the newspapers the next 
morning carried a headline that stated, 
“New Rule Ends Claiming War.” Well, 
that afternoon there were twice as many 
claims as usual, and the pace hasn’t 
slowed down much since. 

Santa Anita’s new policy, if successful, 
could be the answer. However, Jack Sat- 
tler, newest and hardest-working member 
of the Racing Board, has another thought 
that might prove even more effective. 
This reporter has not had an opportun- 
ity to talk to Mr. Sattler recently, but I 
am told he is considering a plan that 
would limit each trainer to two claims, 
plus the number of horses he may lose in 
selling races, at a meeting. If a trainer 
loses four horses, he would be privileged 
to claim six. If he loses only two, he 
would be eligible to claim four, and so on. 
If he did not lose any, he still would be 
permitted his two claims. which after all, 
is good insurance that the other man will 
run his horses where they belong. 

This sounds like a pretty sensible rule 
to this reporter. It has reached the point 
in California where an owner, through no 
desire of his own, may lose all his horses 
in an afternoon. And it has also reached 
the stage where $2.000, $3.000. or $4,000 
horses must keep running the year round 
without a rest because an owner is afraid 
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to take a chance on giving them a rest. 
If a trainer spends the money, time and 
patience to lay up a horse of this calibre, 
and give him the rest he deserves, the 
odds are that the plater will be claimed 
the first time he comes back to the races 
fit and fresh. It has happened too many 
times in California in recent years. 

There are some trainers here who have 
made a career of claiming horses. It’s 
going to be tough on them if Santa Anita’s 
plan works. or if the Racing Board steps 
in and limits each trainer to two claims 
a meeting. It may even end some train- 
ing careers, but slowing down the claim- 
ing in one way or another is going to 
be a healthy thing for racing. 


DEPLOYMENT. For some time now 
this reporter has meant to comment upon 
an excellent idea Everett tried out at Del 
Mar. Santa Anita and Hollywood Park 
are almost a cinch to adopt it and, since 
there are no copyrights involved, Eastern 
tracks are welcome to give it a trial, too. 

Most tracks out this way employ two 
outriders—one on the front end of the 
parade and the other bringing up the 
rear. Well, at Del Mar there were three 
runaways from the post parade that 
proved pretty expensive to both manage- 
ment and form players. On each occasion, 
the runaway happened to be a_ heavy 
favorite, and each time was scratched. 

Being interested in the financial side 
of the business, Everett thought of a way 
of deploying his outriders to stop the 
runaways. For the post parades, he sta- 
tioned one of his outriders—the rear 
echelon—on the club house turn where he 
would be in a fair position to nab any 
runaway. When the parade reached the 
club house, the outrider moved on to 
take up « new station at the half mile 


pole. 
The idea worked so well that several 
horses with runaway tendencies were 


nabbed. almost in their tracks. The only 
one that got away crawled under the 
gate, hurdled a rail, and dashed through 
the stable area. That portion of the field, 
of course, was not covered by Everett’s 
downfield blockers. But if a horse is de- 
termined to go to all that trouble to get 
out of a race, perhaps he is better off 
out than in it, anyway. 


VALUE AND ENTRIES UP 


The policy of increasing the values of 
Delaware Park’s Leonard Richards Stakes 
and Delaware Oaks $2,500 yearly is one of 
the reasons given by the management for 
the new high in nominations for the 1952. 
renewals. Each will have $27,500 in added 
money next year. For the Richards, 313 
colts were listed before the July 16 dead- 
line and 260 fillies were named for the 
Oaks. After the second payment, the 
Richards has 203 remaining eligible, while 
the Oaks has 167.

Cochise to Stand at Elsmeade 


Donald P. Ross, owner of the Brandy- 
wine Stable, and his trainer, Virgil 
(Buddy) Raines, in Lexington for a brief 
visit this week, announced that the good 
handicapper Cochise, winner of more than 
$250.000 under the Brandywine colors, 
will be retired to the stud at the end of 
the current racing season. He has two 
more engagements, in the Washington 
Handicap at Laurel Park and the Pimlico 
Special. 

Cochise will stand at Elsmeade Farm, 
Lexington, under the direction of Cy 
White. His fee, for “approved mares,” 
will be $1,000 for a live foal. These are 
the same terms being offered for an- 
other Brandywine star, Greek Song, 
which enters the stud next year, standing 
at Charles A. Asbury’s Hedgewood Farm. 

Foaled in 1946, Cochise is a handsome 
gray horse by the St. Leger winner *Bos- 
well out of New Pin, by *Royal Minstrel 
out of Trig, by *Chicle, third dam the 
good stakes winner and producer Untidy, 
by Sweep. He was bred by Greentree Stud 
and sold privately to the Brandywine 
Stable, for which he has done all his rac- 
ing. 

Cochise won the Thomas K. Lynch Me- 
morial Handicap at three, the Massa- 
chusetts, Sussex, and Saratoga Handicaps 
at four. He has had his greatest success 
during current season winning the Grey 
Lag. Brandywine. Sussex, and Arlington

COALTOWN, which set a world record of 1:34 for a mile, now is retired from

Through 1950 he had earned a 
total of $41,375.

Duval and Hal Price Headley: 


Their Suecess Has Precedent

In his Experimental Handicap, J. B. 
Campbell established Duval A. Headley’s 
Aunt Jinny as one of the best 2-year-old 
fillies racing in 1950, and alloted 114 
pounds to the daughter of *Heliopolis— 
Gaga, by *Bull Dog. He assigned the 
same weight to Herman Delman’s How, a 
consistent non-stakes winner trained by 
Horatio Luro. Bred, owned, and raced by 
Duval A. Headley, Aunt Jinny in 15 starts 
won four races, was second in three, third 
in two, and was unplaced in six, earning 
$78,370. Her victories included the Demoi- 
selle and the Selima Stakes, and if she 
had not blotted her copy-book by finishing 
second to Carolina Queen in her last start 
of the year, the Marguerite Stakes, she 
would doubtless have been rated above 
How. 

I understand Aunt Jinny is named af- 
ter her owner’s sister-in-law, who was 
the widow of the late Jack Healey, and 
that Gaga, her dam, was given to Duval 
A. Headley by his uncle Hal Price Head- 
ley as a wedding present. 

According to my calculations, Duval 
A. Headley is the fourth generation of 
the Headleys to breed, own, and race 
stakes winners, a record I do not think 
can be duplicated by any other Kentucky 
family. 

One of the first of the Headley clan 
to make a mark in the “horse business” 
was George W. Headley, grandfather of 
Hal Price Headley and great-grandfather 
of Duval Headley. He owned Roseneath 
Farm, next door to the famous Castleton, 
and though he bred no Colins or Peter 
Pans, he kept a few mares and usually 
had a few Thoroughbred weanlings and 
yearlings on the place. There is in the 
family a photograph of the old gentleman 
holding a yearling colt whose name was 
Discovery—but not the one which raced 
for Alfred Vanderbilt. George W. Head- 
ley had a brother who was breeding Thor- 
oughbreds before the American Stud Book 
was published. 

Hal Pettit Headley was a son of George 
W. Headley, and was the father of Hal 
Price Headley and the grandfather of 
Duval Headley. I am not well informed 
about his connection with Thoroughbreds, 
but I know he bred horses and raced them 
in partnership with a man named Norton. 
The firm was known as Headley and 
Norton. 

So far as I can recall, their out- 
standing horse was Ornament, a_ son 
of *Order—Victorine, by Onondaga, foaled 
in 1894. This colt was out of a sire and a 


dam that never raced, but the late Charlie 
Patterson developed him into a high-class 
race horse. Among other races he won at 
two the Melbourne Stakes, both sections 
of the Double Event, the Flatbush Stakes, 
and three other races. At three Typhoon 
II beat him for the Kentucky Derby, but 
he won the Clark Stakes, the Latonia 
Derby, the Himyar Stakes, the St. Louis 
Derby, the Detroit Derby, the Fall Handi- 
cap, the Brookwood Stakes, and the Twin 
City Handicap with 118 pounds, conced- 
ing weight to all his rivals. In the Autumn 
Cup, at two miles, he shouldered 123 
pounds, but was beaten by that great 
stayer Ben Holladay, then four, with 114 
pounds. 


Ornament then was sold to Headley and 
Norton and was trained by James Rowe. 
He won the Brooklyn Handicap, with 127 
pounds, in a canter. Ornament was cursed 
with a vile temper. He wore himself out 
at the post in the Suburban Handicap, for 
which he carried 129 pounds, and finished 
unplaced, Tillo winning. In the Brighton 
Handicap, however, he was on his good 
behavior and under 128 pounds beat the 
tar out of Tillo, 126 pounds. As a sire 
he was only a qualified success. 


Then I remember a pretty fair 3-year- 
old filly raced by Headley and Norton 
named May Hempstead, a chestnut daugh- 
ter of Patron—Lillie Hempstead, by Long- 
fellow, bred by H. H. Owsley. Trained by 
Gene Leigh, May Hempstead won the 
Tennessee Oaks, the Tennessee Derby, 
and the Latonia Oaks. She was shipped 
East, and won a mile race at Sheepshead 
Bay. She was then matched against the 
Kingston filly Admiration, trained by Sam 
Hildreth, racing in the name of Sydney 
Paget but actually owned by William C. 
Whitney. Admiration proved to be the 
winner. Later May Hempstead was retired 
to Hal Pettit Headley’s Beaumont Stud 
and bred to Ornament, but produced noth- 
ing of moment. 

And now for the third of the Headley 
clan, the present Hal Price Headley, and 
to my mind one of the best horseman in 
Kentucky, and, be it added, one of the 
shrewdest businessmen in central Ken- 
tucky. I have always had a great admira- 
tion for Hal Price Headley as a man and 
as a horseman, and his success as a 
breeder, as a trainer, and as a business- 
man excites no astonishment among 
those who know him. 

Hal Pettit Headley left two sons, 
George and Hal Price. George stuck to 
business and had nothing to do with Thor-

A Streetcar Named Expediency 


ALON G with the announcement that the Clas- 

sic at Arlington Park and the American 
Derby at Washington Park will each be in- 
creased to $100,000 added in 1952 came the 
further announcement that the distance of the 
Classic will be reduced from 1 1/4 miles to 
one mile and the distance of the American Der- 
by from 1 1/4 to 1 1/8 miles. 

“The trend apparently is toward the middle 
distances,” the management explained. “The 
response to our Washington Park Handicap 
‘mile proved that. So rather than aim our pro- 
gram at a few, we are aiming it primarily at 
the majority. It will give more Thoroughbreds 
more chances to run for more money.” 

There is no reason to question the sincerity 
of Mr. Lindheimer and his associates in the 
management of the two big Chicago tracks. 
Their record in the past has been definitely a 
credit to American racing, and the vigorous 
policies they have followed have brought about 
a tremendous improvement in the national 
standards of the Turf. We have applauded them 
in the past, and have no wish to scold them 
now. The two races involved are theirs, and 
any decisions concerning them are necessarily 
their responsibility. What they have chosen to 
do is, in short, none of our business. 

But the reasons given for the shortening 
of distance in two of the most important 3- 
year-old classics are a commentary which in- 
vite further comment. They are, in effect, an 
invitation to other race tracks to take a few 
furlongs off their best distance races in order 
to obtain larger starting fields. 

In the first place, the Washington Park 
Handicap drew a big field not so much because 
it was at a mile as because it had $100,000 
added and was a handicap. Further, it was a 
handicap in which the field was not limited 
by the presence of a champion let in at 130 
pounds when he should have been carrying 140 
in order to make the chances approximately 
equal—the supposed function of a handicap. 

If this reasoning is correct, or even ap- 
proximately correct, and if they wish to give 
“more Thoroughbreds more chances to run for 
more money,” then the easiest means of getting 
large fields to the post in the Classic and Amer- 
ican Derby is by making them into handicaps, 
not by shortening their distances. 

As everyone knows, there are already too 
many handicaps on the American scene—inso- 
far as a race can be a handicap with a virtual 


ceiling of 130 pounds. On the other hand, there 
are also too many supposedly good races at 
distances less than a mile and a quarter. 

By shortening the distances of its two most 
important races the Arlington-Washington 
Park management, which is not in the habit 
of making unsound decisions, probably will ob- 
tain the announced goal, that is, larger start- 
ing fields, which imply larger pools in the tote. 

By the same token they will have forfeited 
some of the importance of the two races in 
their relationship to Thoroughbred breeding in 
America. Not enough money can be added to 
the value of a classic race to compensate for 
the eventual effect of a quarter-mile taken off. 

Against this “trend toward the middle dis- 
tances” the directors of Belmont Park must 
have had to be quite stubborn in maintaining 
the Belmont Stakes at a mile and a half. Un- 
questionably they could have had larger fields 
by reducing the great race to a mile; just as 
unquestionably they would have reduced the 
Belmont Stakes, regardless of its value, to a 
minor role as an influence upon breeding. 

Despite its comparatively small fields, the 
Belmont Stakes has been for many years, and 
still is, one of the most important races in the 
United States in determining the future of the 
breed. It exerts this influence principally be- 
cause it calls for class and stamina, and un- 
less we have topflight races which reveal 
stamina as well as class, we may as well com- 
mit ourselves completely to the doctrine that 
the purpose of American racing is not to se- 
lect the best breeding stock but simply to col- 
lect the maximum number of dollars. 

Among the sires prominent in 1951 racing, 
three of the five leaders at the moment this is 
written—Count Fleet, Shut Out, and War Ad- 
miral—were winners of the Belmont Stakes. 
This is neither an accident nor an exception; 
it is simply equine heredity at work. If we are 
to expect progeny which can win good-class 
races at a mile and a quarter, we must have 
sires which could run a mile and a half. So long 
as the trend is toward shorter distances on the 
race course, the trend will be toward still 
shorter distances in the next generation. 

Of course, we can always send abroad, to 
a country where distance races are run, and re- 
plenish the stamina which our own condition 
books have dissipated. It would be comforting, 
however, if American racing would mature 
enough to produce its own breeding stock.

Tantieme Again 


In Prix de Are 


The Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe, against 
top competition and over 2,400 meters of 
uphill and downhill turf at the Long- 
champ course in Paris, is one of the most 
dificult races in the world to win, and 
especially difficult for the same horse to 
win more than once. Mrs. Edmond Blanc’s 
*Ksar won it at three and four, in 1921 
and 1922. Marcel Boussac’s noted mare 
Corrida was successful at four and five, 
in 1936 and 1937. Francois Dupre’s Tan- 
tieme is the third horse to win the big 
international race twice. 

Tantieme, ‘winner last year at three, re- 
peated his triumph in the Arc de Triom- 
phe on Sunday, October 7. Jacques Doyas- 
bere kept the Dupre colt behind the lead- 
ers as they climbed the long hill up the 
back stretch, sent him past the Ascot Gold 
Cup winner Pan into the lead as they 
neared the final downhill straight, and 
drove him into a three-length lead. 

The Italian 3-year-old, Dr. Guido Berar- 
delli’s Nuccio, moved out to overtake the 
French champion, but was never an actual 


threat. He finished second, two lengths 
behind the winner, with Ralph Beaver 
Strassburger’s Le Tyrol a length farther 
back in third place. Marcel Boussac’s 
Djelfa and E. Constant’s Pan were fourth 
and fifth. 

Subsidized by means of a lottery, the 
Are de Triomphe this year was worth a 
sum roughly equivalent to $84,000 to the 
winner. It was probably Tantieme’s last 
race, as his owner has made plans for 
him to enter the stud next year. Tantieme, 
bred in France by his owner, is one of 
the first crop of foals by the Grand Prix 
de Paris winner Deux pour Cent, by 
Deiri, by * Aethelstan II, by *Teddy. Tan- 
tieme’s dam is Terka, by Indus (by Al- 
cantara II) out of La Furka, by Bland- 
ford. 

His victories in the two richest re- 
newals of the Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe, 
along with his other wins—he was the 
best of his year at two, three, and four— 
make him the largest money-winning 
horse in European racing. 


Windy City’s First Defeat 


Ray Bell’s Windy City, which had al- 
ready established himself as the best 2- 
year-old of the season in Ireland and in 
England, met his first defeat October 6 in 
the Prix d’Arenberg at Longchamp, 
Paris. In a photo-finish he was beaten a 
nose by Georges Courtois’s Pomare, with 
Alipat third, four lengths behind the 
leaders. 


Windy City, however, lost little of his 
reputation. At the start, possibly excited 
by the biggest crowd he had ever seen, 
he broke sidewise, trying to turn around, 
and lost about three lengths. Charles 
Smirke straightened him out and in a 
storming finish just failed to get up in 
time. He was giving the winner, a filly, 
about ten pounds actual weight, and the 
third horse about seven. He had gone 
to the post at the very short odds of 1 
to 5; the winner was at 35 to 1. 

Ray Bell watched the race, flew back 
to New York, still confident that he had 
a first-flight racer. 

The winner, Pomare, is a filly by the 
obscure sire Eble (by Davout—Even 
Scales, by Salmon Trout—Lady Juror, by 
Son-in-Law) out of Pomelane, by Sirlan 
out of Madame Pompadour, by Sir Galla- 
had II. 


Pardal Wins J. C. Stakes 


*Ardan’s 4-year-old brother Pardal, by 
Pharis out of the French Oaks winner 
Adargatis, carried Marcel Boussac’s colors 
to a cantering five-length victory in the 
134-mile Jockey Club Stakes at Newmar- 
ket October 4. James V. Rank’s 3-year- 
old Expeditious was second, eight lengths 
ahead of the Aga Khan’s Assad Khan in 
the four-horse field. W. R. Johnstone rode 
the winner, which was an odds-on favorite. 
Mr. Boussac arrived by air from France 
just in time to see the race.

TOM FOOL’S RACING RECORD

As the year’s richest and traditionally the most 
important 2-year-old race, the Futurity ordinarily 
draws a larger field than it did last Saturday. 
Fourteen horses were in the overnight entries, but 
four were withdrawn, leaving only ten to go to 
the post. Among these, however, were the leading 
candidates for top 2-year-old honors, with the ex- 
ception of the Mid-western star Oh Leo. 

Calumet Farm’s Hill Gail was established as a 
clear favorite as a result of his four-length victory 
in the overnight Anticipation Purse on October 
1: in that race he had made his first New York 
appearance and had won by four lengths, with 
Tom Fool second, Baybrook (not in the Futurity) 
third, and Eternal Moon and Cousin in the beaten 
field. Jet Master, which had not run since Augus: 
25 at Saratoga, was second choice, Cousin next 
in preference, and Tom Fool, twice second (to 
Cousin in the Hopeful Stakes and to Hill Gail in 
the Ancticipation Purse) since his promising be- 
ginning with three successive wins at Saratoga, was 
fourth choice at $5.75 to $1. 

Jet Master moved into the lead at the start, as 
he usually does, running down the middle of the 
straight Widener Course. About a length behind 
him Duke Fanelli, Jet’s Date, and Tom Fool 
were running heads apart. Hill Gail, behaving as 
if some hidden pain was troubling him, bore in 
sharply toward the rail at the start, later swerved 
again toward the middle of the track. (However, 
he appeared well after the race. Jockey Steve 
Brooks explained that the colt simply “lacked 
the zip he had on Monday.”) 

As the field neared the huge stands Atkinson 
drew his whip and Tom Fool moved up imme- 
diately to challenge Jet Master, which faced the 
competition for a short distance and then gave 
it up. Tom Fool drew into the clear. When Primate 
made a powerful run at the end he appeared for 
a moment likely to overtake the Greentree colt, 
but Tom Fool had something left and drew out 
again. 

The race brought Greentree its third victory 
in the Futurity, the second under the present 
ownership of the stable. Singing Wood won in 
1933, when the late Mrs. Payne Whitney owned 
Greentree. Guillotine in 1949 and Tom Fool this 
year are the two winners under the ownership

of John Hay Whitney and his sister Mrs. Charles 
Shipman Payson. 

The race may not have settled the 2-year-old 
leadership as conclusively as it was expected to 
do, but it left Tom Fool at the top of the list 


until further notice. He has been beaten twice, 
but thoroughly avenged both defeats when Hill 
Gail and Cousin both finished unplaced in the 
Futurity. Cousin ran without apparent excuse, 
beating only two starters. He veered in slightly 
as the gate opened, but thereafter simply did not 
choose to run. 

The $3,000 breeder’s award in the Futurity went 
to Duval Headley, who bred the winner and sold 
him, with superficial leg injuries, to Greentree 
when he was a yearling. Tom Fool previously had 
won the Grand Union Hotel Stakes at Saratoga 
and finished second in the Hopeful Stakes. Pedi- 
gree and family particulars were given in THE 
Bioop-Horse of September 1, page 457.

Counterpoint, which bruised a foot just before 
running unplaced in the Dwyer Stakes on July 


7—after having scored a four-length victory in 
the Belmont Stakes—did not get back to the races 
until September 26, when he finished fourth to 
Alerted (which was receiving nine pounds) in 
the one-mile Jerome Handicap at Belmont Park. 
With only this race and a_ good-mile-and-a-half 
workout as preparation he came out for the 13- 
furlong Realization. He was made favorite despite 
the fact that he was now conceding 12 pounds to 
Alerted and 16 to Mandingo, both of which had 
beaten him in the Jerome. 


Mandingo made the pace for the first half- 
mile, with Alerted and Counterpoint close be- 
hind. Counterpoint moved up with Alerted when 
the latter took the lead. On the final turn Dave 
Gorman let the favorite go to the front and drew 
away to a lead of three lengths or more, then let 
him take it easy to the finish. Apparently he 
could have pulled away still farther. 

Until further notice, Counterpoint has reassert- 
ed his candidacy for top honors among the 3-year- 
olds in a confused season. Except for Alerted, 
which may finally have failed to run to his well 
standardized form, he beat none of the top colts 
in the Realization. But the ease of his victory 
suggests that he may have returned to the class 
which was evident the day he won the Belmont 
Stakes. If this is borne out in later races he may 
regain the briefly held top ranking in his di- 
vision.

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The Race Tax Debate in the Senate 


The VICE PRESIDENT. A quorum is 
present. 

The pending question is on agreeing 
to the amendment offered by the Senator 
from North Dakota (Mr. Langer), on 
which he has 15 minutes, and on which, 
in opposition, the Senator from Georgia 
has 15 minutes.... 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, I desire 
to modify my amendment on page l, line 
9, by striking out “of $50 or more.” 

The VICE PRESIDENT. The Senator 
from North Dakota modifies his amend- 
ment, which he has a right to do. The 
Chair asks Senators to help keep order. 
The Senate has entered into a limitation 
of time for debate, and it is desirable 
that we proceed as rapidly as possible. 
Therefore, the Chair hopes Senators will 
cooperate in trying to keep order. The 
Senator from North Dakota. 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, strange 
as it may seem to Senators, absolutely 
everyone in the United States who earns 
a living is required to keep records, ex- 
cept gamblers and racketeers. They and 
they alone have the privilege of giving 
a lame explanation of where they get 
their money, and not only do they have 
that privilege, but the law requires that 
the collector of internal revenue shall ac- 
cept that lame explanation. Unless we 
adopt this amendment the law is going to 
continue as it is. 

As I view it, what the Senate is trying 
to do is to find some way of laying more 
taxes upon people who already are taxed 
too much. What it should be trying to 
do is to find some way of cutting taxes 
upon honest citizens and shifting the bur- 
den to the chiselers. 

For too many years we have permitted 
grafters, racketeers, crooks, and plain, 
petty thieves to dodge the tax responsi- 
bilities which belong to every American. 
I think it is about time that we started 
to crack down. I think it is about time 
that we started to close some of the loop- 
holes in our tax laws. 

The amendment I am sponsoring here 
today would close one of the biggest loop- 
holes. It is the one through which every 
gambler and racketeer has crawled with- 
in the past few years when chased by 
Uncle Sam. 

Time after time some big crook has 
been run to earth and asked to explain 
where he got $40,000 or $50,000 conven- 
iently tucked away in a cigar box in his 
closet. When asked where he got it, the 
reply has always been, “Oh, I won it 
playing the races. I picked it up out at 
the track the other day.” 

That always ends it under the law and 
no one can prove where he got the money, 


Following is the text, taken from the 
Congressional Record of September 28, of 
the Senate debate on Senator Langer’s 
amendment to the tax bill. The amend- 
ment would have levied a tax of 2 per 
cent on all pari-mutuel tickets purchased, 
and a tax of 20 per cent on all winning 
tickets. There was no record vote, but in 
the standing vote the amendment was de- 
feated by a margin of only two or three. 


and no one can prove that he did not get 
it at the track. There is nothing in the 
world which the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue can do about it except to accept his 
word. 

Of course, it is a different story along 
about March 15, When the tax collector 
comes around. When asked why he did 
not pay taxes on the $40,000 or $50,000, 
the big-shot hoodlum merely smirks and 
says, “Sure I won a lot of money at the 
tracks last year. But I dropped an even 
bigger bundle. Want to take a look at 
my losing tickets?” 


With that, he can pull out a batch of 
pari-mutuel tickets on losing horses. As it 
stands now, those tickets have to be ac- 
cepted as evidence that he lost more 
money than he won. Those losing tickets 
can be picked up from the ground at 
any race track by the millions of dollars 
worth every year. They are thrown away 
by disgusted bettors after race results are 
announced. But that makes no difference. 
The Internal Revenue Bureau is helpless. 


Everybody knows it is a fraud. The 
hoodlum knows it is a fraud, and the 
Internal Revenue Bureau knows it is a 
froud. But just the same, it is the law, 
and the big-shot gambler can get away 
with it. There is no way we can crack 
down on him unless we change the law, 
and that, Mr. President, is what I am 
proposing to do through this amendment. 


This amendment is a very simple one. 
It merely requires horse players to keep 
books, and it sets up checks to determine 
whether their books are accurate. 


First, it says that race tracks must 
keep a record of the names of all persons 
to whom they pay off in winnings. Second, 
it says that losses at race tracks cannot 
be charged off against income taxes, un- 
less the person claiming the loss can pro- 
duce signed receipts proving that he 
made the losing wager. Can anything be 
simpler or more just? Can anyone show 
any reason in the world why gamblers 
should not be compelled to keep records 


the same as any other person in the 
United States? Can anyone show me one 
single, valid objection to this amend. 
ment? The businessman has to keep 
books down to the last penny. The farm- 
er has so many records to produce that 
many farmers have had to hire certified 
public accountants. We do not even give 
the workingman a chance to figure out 
some way of ducking his taxes—we simp- 
ly take them away from him before we 
let his boss hand over the pay check ..., 


Even the housewife has to keep records 
if she hires a maid. Incidentally, if the 
housewife does not fork up all the money 
the Government thinks she owes, an in- 
ternal revenue collector simply visits her 
bank and takes the money, as is being 
done in Texas today. 

Mr. President, my amendment would 
in no way interfere with the right of in- 
dividual States to license horse and dog 
tracks and to set up pari-mutuel systems. 
It would make absolutely no change in 
that situation. In States where racing is 
permitted, people could still go to the 
horse and dog tracks. They could walk 
up to the pari-mutuel windows exactly as 
they have in the past and buy a ticket 
on the horse or dog whose breed they 
wanted to improve. If their horse or dog 
won, they could go back to the windows 
to collect their winnings. There would 
be but two differences. If they wanted to 
charge their loses against their income 
taxes, they would have to get a receipt. 
And if they won $50 or more, they would 
have to identify themselves so the race 
track could file a form with the collector 
of internal revenue. That is all there is to 
it. I do not see how it could possibly in- 
fringe upon the rights of any honest citi- 
zen, and I do not see how any honest 
citizen can object. 

Over the years I have seen a number of 
fights in the Senate to plub loopholes in 
the tax laws. Some of those fights have 
been successful, others have been lost. 
Mr. President, let us not check this one 
up among the losing battles. Let us adopt 
this amendment as a signal to the world 
that this country is not going to give 
special privileges to gamblers and racke- 
teers whenever the tax collector makes 
his rounds. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. Mr. Presi- 
dent, will the Senator from North Dakota 
yield? 

Mr. LANGER. I yield. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. I should 
like to ask a question so that I may cor- 
rectly understand the Senator’s amend- 
ment. Under his amendment, if I should 
walk up to a pari-mutuel window and place 
a bet of $2, the Federal Government 
would collect a tax of 4 cents.

Mr. LANGER. That is correct. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. It seems to 


me that that is a small tax. when we re- 
call that Congress is placing a tax on 
the kitchen utensils used in the ordinary 
household, and a tax on every telephone 
call and every telegram that may be sent. 
If we take a trip, there is a tax in con- 
nection with that. If we ship anything by 
freight, there is a tax. Yet, we seem very 
tender about pari-mutuels. May I ask 
the Senator how much the revenue would 
amount to by reason of the 2-per cent tax 
which is imposed? Would it amount to 
approximately $35,000,000 a year? 

Mr. LANGER. It would amount to 
$100,000,000 a year. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. That may 
be. I thought it would be about $35,000,000. 
The withholding tax is on the winnings, 
and it is to insure the Treasury the col- 
lection of the income tax on the winnings? 

Mr. LANGER. That is correct. That is 
20 percent. The record shows that last 
year in Arizona the total bets amounted 
to approximately $6,083,000; in Arkansas, 
to nearly $11,000,000; in California, to 
$278,000,000; in Colorado, to $8,762,000: 
in Delaware, to $22,000,000; in Florida, 
to more than $94,000,000; in Illinois, to 
$247,000.000; in Kentucky, to $27,000.- 
000; in Louisiana, to more than $15,000,- 


000; in Maine, to more than $9,000,000; 
in Maryland, to more than $100.000.000; 
in Massachusetts, to more than $56,000,- 
000; in Michigan, to more than $58,000.- 
000; in Nebraska, to more than $11,000.- 
000; in New Mexico, to more than $4,000,- 
000; in New Jersey, to $156,000,000; in 
New York to nearly half a billion dollars 
was bet last year; in Ohio, to more than 
$33,000,000; in Oregon, to $3.000.000; 
in Rhode Island, to $61,000,000; in South 
Dakota, to $330,000; in Washington, to 
$11.000.000; in West Virginia, to $23,000,- 
000. 

So that the withholding tax and the 
2-percent tax in States where racing is 
licensed would bring in a very, very large 
revenue, as I said a little while ago, ap- 
proximately $100,000,000. 

Mr. President, I ask for the yeas and 
nays on my amendment. 

The VICE PRESIDENT. The demand 
for the yeas and nays is not sufficiently 
seconded, 


Mr. GEORGE. Mr. President, I yield 
to the Senator from Kentucky (Mr. Under- 
wood) 7 minutes. 

Mr. UNDERWOOD. Mr. President, 
this is a subject about which I think I 
know a little. or I should hesitate to take 
the time of the Senate in connection with 
it. 


For approximately 14 years I was sec- 


retary of the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners. The State com- 
missions are regulatory bodies, like public 
utilities commissions. During that time 
I did not have any connection with any 
race track at all. 

The State governments have been given 
the right to tax racing. That is one of the 
few resources of revenue the Federal 
Government has permitted the States to 
have. I know as a matter of fact, that 
the State governments have endeavored to 
squeeze out of racing every single dollar 
they could possibly get. That has been 
done in the State of Kentucky, it has been 
done in practically every other State. 
It is true that the figures show that more 
than $100.000.000 was taken in taxes 
from racing by the States during the 
past year. There are big figures in con- 
nection with pari-mutuel turn-over; and I 
wish to address the Senate a moment or 
two about that and about what turn-over is. 

If there are five men in a poker game, 
and they have $100 between them, and 
bet that $100 a hundred times, it amounts 
to $10,000. But they still have the $100 
between them. They are shut up in a 
room, in a poker game, and they have $100 
which they bet 100 times, and by the cal- 
culation of calling that a turn-over it can 
be said that $10,000 has been wagered. 
But we know that they do not have more

than $100 between them. These figures 
are built-up. 

I desire to say something also about the 
principle of legalizing pari-mutuels. At 
the time the pari-mutuel system was 
adopted there was already betting in the 
United States, there was already racing 
in the United States, but it was illegal 
betting and it was bad racing. The laws 
to legalize pari-mutuel betting and setting 
up State commissions to control racing 
in the United States were passed, not to 
legalize racing, not to authorize it, not 
to permit it, because it already existed; 
it was already under way. But it was 
found in several States that the racing 
was corrupt, that it was crooked, and in 
some instances the same man who owned 
the track owned two or three stables of 
horses that were racing on the track, and 
he would also run a handbook in the town 
at the same time. 

There are persons who love racing as a 
sport. One can say that it has nothing to 
do with the standard of breeding, if he 
wants to, but anyone who says that does 
not know about the breeding of livestock 
and blooded stock in this country. Take 
what the King Ranch has done by import- 
ing Brahman cattle and adopting the 
same type of breeding practices in regard 
to Brahman cattle as was used to breed 
Stymie and Assault. The whole shape of 
beef cattle has been changed by breeding 
practices which have been adopted on 
farms which are not wholly horse farms but 
are also cattle farms and stock farms. 

Mr. President, racing is a sport, it’s 
a beautiful sport, and it cannot and 
should not be conducted in an illegal 
way. I have read from cover to cover 
some of the disclosures of the Kefauver 
committee. I was closely connected with 
racing for 14 years, and I never heard 
of or knew any of the people who are 
mixed up in this modern gangsterism. I 
never saw them at a race track; I never 
heard of their owning a horse; I never 
heard of their standing up and cheering in 
thunderous tones during a grueling stretch 
run at a race track and waiting to deco- 
rate some horse’s neck with roses. They 
have nothing to do with the great sport 
that I know. It is a sport that has been 
in vogue far more than a hundred years. 
There was a time when Congress ad- 
journed and went to see the Preakness. 

As I have stated, the State governments 
have taken in taxes every single dollar 
they could get from racing, and, connect- 
ed as I was with the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners, and with 
the Kentucky State Racing Commission, 
I helped them to do it. I drew the table 
that shows that $100.000.000 was taken by 
State government in taxes, and I know 
that the States took every single dime 
and every single dollar they could get. 

California uses the tax money from rac- 
ing to help the county fairs. Florida has 
used the money it receives from _pari-

mutuel taxes to match social security 
funds. This bill would drive this money 
to the bookmakers. 


Mr. SMATHERS. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. UNDERWOOD. Yes. 

Mr. SMATHER. As a matter of fact, 
the figures are as follows: Last year the 
State of Florida received $14,984,000 from 
this tax, and $8,264,000 of that amount 
was used for the old people of the State 
of Florida. 

The VICE PRESIDENT. The time of 
the Senator from Kentucky has expired. 

Mr. GEORGE. I yield the remainder of 
the time under my control to the senior 
Senator from Florida (Mr. Holland). 

Mr. HOLLAND. Mr. President, I as- 
sume that the distinguished Senator from 
North Dakota has offered his amendment 
in good faith, and that he means what 
he says when he takes the position that 
this tax would not be destructive of rac- 
ing or of pari-mutuel wagering in those 
many States which in their own judg- 
ment have set up and legalized that sys- 
tem. Unfortunately the Senator has been 
misinformed on that fact, and I want that 
to be very clearly set forth in the Record. 

In the first place, I want to tell the 
Senator and the Senate that out of the 
total amount wagered there is taken first 
the “take” of the tracks, and the pari- 
mutuel tax, which in my State amount 
to gether to between 15 and 16 per cent. 

In the next place, the Senator proposes 
to take an additional two per cent by way 
of Federal tax on the total amount paid in 
to the pari-mutuels, which brings up the 
total reduction to an 19 per cent slash of 
the entire amount. 

Then the Senator proposes by his 
amendment to require a 20- per cent with- 
holding from that balance of the pool 
which is paid out to the winners at the 
end of the computation, which means, if 
the Senate will just think it through, that 
a 35-per cent reduction, all told, would 
be made by the total amounts withheld - 
each time a race is run. 

I am asking the Senate how long it 
would take to dry up the whole amount 
that is being wagered at that sort of a 
pace. Of course, it is quite obvious that 
the industry could not continue. It is 
quite obvious that pari-mutuel racing 
would be doomed. It is quite obvious that 
those States who, in their own judgment, 
have set up pari-mutuel racing would find 
their rights to do so completely negatived 
by this measure, and this would be but 
another of that long chain of violations of 
State’s rights and of refusal of the Fed- 
eral Government to recognize the fact 
that a State has made, in many cases, an 
important part of its financial structure 
out of this particular legislation ... . 

I want to make it very clear, to start 
with, that this withholding tax plus the 
additional tax means about 35-per cent 
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reduction out of the total amount wagered 
each time there is a wager. . 


The second point I should like to make 
is the fact that under the amendment, 
as set up here, this system would be 
completely destroyed, because of the rec- 
ord keeping that is required under this 
system. The Senator has amended his 
amendment now to provide that even on as 
small a pay-out as $1 or $2, or whatever 
it is, no matter how small, that in each 
case there must be a record taken of the 
name of the person who gets that pay- 
out, and in each case there must be a 
withholding tax of 20-per cent; so it is 
quite obvious that the Senator from North 
Dakota, whether deliberately or not, has 
created a nuisance here which would by 
its very weight completely destroy pari- 
mutuel wagering. There is not the slight- 
est doubt about it, Mr. President and 
Senators. That will be the result of this 
set-up. Of course, whether it is designed 
to be so or not, the Senator from Florida 
cannot say, but the result of it would be 
certainly as I have stated. 


Mr. President, this business of having 
your candy and your nickel too, is some- 
thing which just does not exist. Those 
States which have this system set up gen- 
erally make it a county option affair. 
Many counties have declined the respon- 
sibility of operating race tracks, becaus: 
they know that they have, in connectior 
with such an operation, very heavy prob 
lems of policing and other problems of 
that kind. It would simply be the case that 
in such a matter, by such a tax, we would 
pretend to let something go on which 
could not go on, and we would simply 
destroy both the local option of the coun- 
ties and the disposition of the State to 
permit racing in those counties which 
want it, and we would permit the destruc- 
tion of important sources of State revenue. 

Mr. President, there is not any doubt 
that this is the case. Speaking both for 
myself and my distinguished colleague, 
we want to say that we protest against 
anything which destroys an important 
source of revenue in our State, or in any 
other State—and there are several States 
that get more revenue out of pari-mutuel 
racing than we do. We protest against 
further interference on the part of the 
Federal Government, through the setting 
up of nuisance legislation, and that is 
all that there is, which will destroy the 
right and privilege of a State to resort to 
this particular form of taxation if it cares 
to do so. 

I remind the Senate likewise that the 
Senate has already expressed its judg- 
ment on this matter by adopting the 
amendment proposed by the committee 
yesterday, which specifically exempts and 
excludes legalized pari-mutuel racing in 
several States from the operation of that 
particular so-called antigambling amend- 
ment. (Continued next page.)

Mr. President, this is the resort, a sec- 
ond time, to this forum for an expression 
upon a subject which the Senate has al- 
ready passed upon, and passed upon in no 
uncertain terms. 

Mr. President, it is just the fact, and 
there is no way to deny it, that the im- 
position of this tax is simply a destruc- 
tion of something which has been set up 
by the sovereign will and undergo the 
sovereign discretion of various States, and 
which in those particular States does now 
contribute substantially to the revenue of 
those States, and it seems to the Senators 
from Florida, this would be direct inter- 
ference and direct destruction of State 
taxation as well as of other important 
State’s rights. 

I now yield to the Senator from Col- 
orado. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. I simply 
wanted to keep the record straight with 
respect to the withholding feature. The 
withholding tax is only applicable to the 
winner. It is not a tax on everyone who 
makes a bet. The 2 per cent is applied on 
any bet that is won. ' 

Mr. HOLLAND. Exactly. And the point 
is that withholding of 20 per cent 
covers the whole of the pool, every bit of 
the pool, except the percentage which is 
held out to pay the tracks and pay the 
State, and there is not a question of 
doubt about it. 


Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. We with- 
hold 20 per cent of the wages of every- 
body, do we not? 

Mr. HOLLAND. The Senator is over- 
looking a fundamental thing to which I 
address his attention. When a man re- 
ceives wages he is getting income. When 
men come in and bet as a group they 
lose, because the State government and 
the local track take out of the whole pool 
some 15 or 16 per cent, and what is left 
really operates as a net loss to the entire 
group of people who are foolish enough— 
and I am not one of those who is foolish 
enough—to wager money in pari-mutuel 
betting. But there is not the slightest 
doubt that if the Federal Government 
wanted to be fair, it would have to recog- 
nize losses as well as gains, and would 
have to face the fact, which is an un- 
doubted fact that the losses are greater 
to the average individual who is foolish 
enough to play this game, than the aver- 
age winnings, because each time a_ bet 
is made a certain amount is taken out by 
the track and by the State. 

The VICE PRESIDENT. The time of 
the Senator from Florida has expired. 

Mr. HOLLAND. Mr. President, I in- 
tend to yield to my colleague, but yielded 
instead to the Senator from Colorado. 

The VICE PRESIDENT. The time of 
the Senator from Florida has expired. He 
cannot yield unless he is granted time by 
the Senator from North Dakota. 

Mr. HOLLAND. Mr. President, will the 
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Senator from North Dakota yield to me 
so I may yield to my colleague for a 
question ? 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, I regret 
that I cannot yield any substantial time to 
the senior Senator from Florida. I have 
only 3 minutes myself. However, I yield 
5 seconds to the junior Senator from 
Florida. 

Mr. SMATHERS. Mr. President, I wish 
to say. in support of my colleague’s argu- 
ment, that racing can be destroyed by 
taxation. as evidenced by the fact that the 
New York legislature, this last year, passed 
a law reducing the amount of the State 
take. in realization that they were destroy- 
ing this activity which supplies them with 
so much money. 

The VICE PRESIDENT. The 5 seconds 
allotted the Senator have expired. The 
Senator from North Dakota has 2 minutes 
remaining. 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, on the 
question of States’ rights, at the present 
time the State collects an income tax and 
the Federal Government collects an in- 
come tax. There was a time when it was 
thought that the income tax belonged to 
the State alone. The same thing is true of 
the gasoline taxes. 

What we are trying to do by the amend- 
ment is to see to it that the operators of 
one business, a business conducted by 
racketeers, crooks, and _ thieves, keep 
books. There is no reason why they should 


not. 

Mr. UNDERWOOD. Mr. President— 

Mr. LANGER. Some of my colleagues 
have been yelling their heads off because 
they wanted revenue and more revenue. I 
want the record to show that when I 
asked for the yeas and nays only five 
Senators held up their hands, namely the 
Senator from Vermont (Mr. Aiken), the 
Senator from West Virginia (Mr. Neely), 
the Senator from Colorado (Mr. John- 
son). the Senator from Connecticut (Mr. 
McMahon), and myself. 

Mr. CASE. Mr. President, the Senator 
did not look behind him. 

Mr. LANGER. If the Senator from 
South Dakota held up his hand, I cer- 
tainly want to include him. 

The VICE PRESIDENT. The time of 
the Senator from North Dakota has ex- 
pired. All time has expired. 

The question is on agreeing to the 
amendment offered by the Senator from 
North Dakota (Mr. Langer). 

The amendment of Mr. Langer was, 
on page 87, after line 18, to insert the 
following:

oughbreds. He was the father of Duval 
A. Headley. 


Beaumont Farm has been functioning 
for well over half a century. I think it has 
been added to from time to time. 


Again my knowledge of Hal Price 
Headley is rather fragmentary. I do know 
he had at Beaumont Farm in 1916 the 
sires Uncle, Cock o’ th’ Walk, Jack At- 
kin, and Ivan the Terrible. Fred Johnson, 
who was associated for a number of years 
with Hal Price Headley, raced Cock o’ 
the’ Walk; Barney Schreiber raced Jack 
Atkin; and W. W. Darden and Co. raced 
Ivan the Terrible, a speedy son of *Pirate 
of Penzance out of Kate Pelletier, by 
*Rapture. 


Uncle was a son of *Star Shoot—The 
Niece, by Alarm, stemming back to the 
immortal Maggie B. B. I remember there 
was a prejudice against descendants of 
Maggie B. B. succeeding as sire. When 
Harry Payne Whitney retired Whisk 
Broom II to the stud, a breeder stated to 
me the son of Broomstick would not be- 
come a successful sire because he de- 
scended from Maggie B. B. In other words, 
the prejudice was akin to that against de- 
scendants of Levity a quarter of a cen- 
tury before. To this I remarked that 
Whisk Broom II was doubly cursed, for 
he was a double Maggie B. B., but added 
that I did not subscribe to this theory, 
as Iroquois and Sir Dixon both descended 
from Maggie B. B. and both were leading 
sires. 

Uncle was bred by John E. Madden. He 
finished second to Colin in the Saratoga 
Special and later was sold to Hildreth 
for $30,000. For Hildreth he won the 
Triumph Stakes, one mile, at Brighton 
Beach. Later Hildreth sold Uncle and 
his entire stable to Charles Kohler, the 
piano manufacturer, and the horses, Hil- 
dreth, and Carroll Shilling were shipped 
to England. Neither Hildreth nor Shilling 
could obtain licenses in England and 
later went to France, so Kohler engaged 
Joe Butters to train what horses he in- 
tended to race in England. Kohler died 
in Paris on June 4, 1913, and his Ramapo 
Stud was dispersed on September 4, 1913, 
just two days after the Castleton Stud of 
the late James R. Keene went under the 
hammer. Uncle was the star of the sale. 
He realized $38,500, a very high price. 
considering the racing situation as a whole 
but buyers were influenced by the resump- 
tion of the sport in New York in May, 
1913, and the appearance of two sons of 
Uncle as 2-year olds that year—Old Rose- 
bud and Little Nephew. The former start- 
ed in 14 races that year, beginning at 
Juarez, and won 12 of them. The only 
times he was beaten he succumbed to 
Little Nephew. So Uncle came to Beau- 
mont, where he did fairly well as a sire. 


When the Wickliffe Stud of James W. 
Corrigan was dispersed one snowy day at 
Lexington (January 15, 1918), W. B. 
Miller purchased Ultimus for $26,000. 
Ultimus was then a proved sire, with 
Harry Kelly and Luke McLuke to his 
credit. Hal Price Headley was a silent 
partner with Bill Miller in Ultimus. Ulti- 
mus became a very successful sire. 

Later Hal Price Headley purchased 
*Pharamond II, a winner of the Middle 
Park Stakes race horse and destined to 
become a very high-class sire, and his 
best son, Menow, has done very well at 
Beaumont as a stock horse. 

However, the success achieved by Hal 
Price Headley as a breeder of high-class 
race mares is outstanding in the blood- 
stock history of this country during the 
current century. He imported a mare from 
England named *Regal Roman, and she 
was the best mare that was ever domiciled 
at Beaumont. In fact, she ranks with the 
best mares imported in many years. 

Hal Price Headley bred, among others, 
Helen’s Babe, winner of $69,838. 

Then there was Handy Mandy. I saw 
her win the Latonia Derby in new Amer- 
ican record time for 114 miles, erasing 
the record made by Man o’ War. Later she 
was sold to old Mr. W. P. Waggoner and 
for him won the two-mile Tijuana Cup. 
Four fillies bred by Hal Price Headley 
won in excess of $100,000 each—Lithe, 
Letmenow, Askmenow, and Athenia. Then 
there were the high-class stakes winner 
and exceptionally good producer Alci- 
biades, and her daughter Salaminia, win- 
ner of the Alabama Stakes and Gallant 
Fox Handicap. It is rather generally un- 
derstood that *Pharamond II’s stock rarely 
fancy more than 114 miles, but Preston 
M. Burch trained Creole Maid to win the 
Coaching Club American Oaks at 1%% 
Miles, and Hal Price Headley improved 
on this by having Athenia trained to win 
the Ladies Handicap at 1% miles, and 
about a week later she finished third to 
Stymie, 128, and Rico Monte, 121, carry- 
ing 109 pounds, in the New York Handi- 
cap at 214 miles. 


THINGS & PEOPLE 


Dr. Roperto Vieites, of Havana, and 
Mrs. Vieites are taking a vacation by mo- 
tor in the States. They were in Lexington 
last week and left for New York. Dr. 
Vieites is a lawyer who makes Thorough- 
breds a hobby and sideline business. He 
owns the Tourbillon stallion *Alighar. He 
reports that the Prix Juigne winner 
*Highlander II (Norseman—Helene, by 
Biribi). recently purchased from Rex 
Ellsworth by the breeders’ association in 
Cuba, was due to be shipped there last 
week, and that the 5-year-old English 
horse *Jai Hind (Nearco—Sol d’Or, by 
Solario) arrived a few weeks ago. *High- 
lander II won in the U. S., at Golden Gate 
Fields, running six furlongs in 1:0945, 
but popped a knee in his fourth start 
and had to be taken out of training. 

The breeders association imports stal- 
lions, Dr. Vieites explained, and syndi- 
cates them among individual breeders. 
Both the new horses will stand at the 
association’s farm about ten miles from 
Havana. Each will be limited to 30 mares. 
Dr. Vieites said that about 90 Thorough- 
bred foals were born in Cuba this year, 
and that about 160 mares were bred in 
1951. 


@Eric Haypon, young New Zealand 
breeder, took two days off during a 
rushed schedule of business in the U. S. 
to visit the horse farms in the vicinity of 
Lexington. He had been in England for 
some time, was on his way home.

Breeder Abram S. Hewitt’s 1944 crop 
of foals set an all-time high this year 
when their collective earnings soared to 
$908.650, for an average of better than 
$100.000 per foal. 

Hewitt registered nine foals as a re- 
sult of 1943 matings, among them Pha- 
lanx and Royal Governor. All nine became 
winners, their earnings ranging from 
$15,430 to $409,235. 

Closest to this mark is that recorded 
by Calumet Farm’s crop of 1945 included 
the well-heeled trio of Citation, Coaltown, 
and Bewitch. Through September 1951, 
the 30 registered Calumet-breds averaged 
$78.448 in total earnings. With the re- 
tirement of the big three, it is doubtful 
the mean will go much higher. For a 
large crop the Calumet average is a 
record. 

Long a student of breeding statistics, 
Hewitt observed that Pilate had im- 
proved greatly on the mares he was mated 
with, his progeny not only surpassing 
the very poor mares, which actually is 
nothing more than the natural tendency 
of the breed, but improving also on the 
few good mares. 

Reasoning that all Pilate needed to 
become a really good stallion was a bet- 
ter class of mares, Hewitt purchased the 
son of Friar Rock—*Herodias for a small 
sum when few breeders would have cared 
to feed him. The mating of the brilliant 
race mare Jacola and Pilate produced 
Phalanx. 

Hewitt sold his entire racing and breed- 
ing interests last year to Tinkham Veale 
II and Sam Costello, but since that time 
has decided to re-enter the industry on 
a smaller scale. 

It is his contention, and one well worth 
noting, that as virtually all good stallions 
come from the upper one per cent of the 
breed, quality in the mare more or less 
determines the class of foals. He believes 
good racing ability in the dam, plus good 
racing or producing class in the grand- 
dam, is essential to the consistent breeding 
of stakes-class horse.

The Loss of aGreat Race Mare: 
Why Not Shoot Them All? 


La Fija, Argentina’s pocket-size maga- 
zine which provides entries and results for 
peso-pursuers, reports the death at the 
Haras de La Pomme of the noted race 
mare La Mission, the only mare which 
ever won the quadruple crown of racing 
in that country. The editor goes on for 
a paragraph to lament the death of La 
Mission because, as a daughter of Con- 
greve, she should have distinguished her- 
self further as a producer of race horses, 
“despite the fact (pardon my transla- 
tion) that experience has shown that great 
race mares have produced no offspring 
which had comparable success.” 


It has been some time since anyone lit 
the fuse to this firecracker in my ordi- 
narily quite unexplosive disposition. By 
this time I should have aged to the point 
where a loud bang would seem quite in- 
appropriate. But there is still a faint sput- 
ter whenever anyone, even a third of the 
earth’s circumference away, dismisses in 


such fashion the value of racing class as 
an indication of breeding probability. 


In the first place. the fact that a mare 
is the daughter of an outstanding sire, 
such as Congreve undoubtedly was, gives 
very little assurance that she will be a 
successful producer. The number of no- 
good and moderate producers among the 
offspring of any stallion will always out- 
number by a large margin those which 
produce racers of high distinction. 

In the second place, the writer of those 
lines in Argentina has looked neither 
upon the current scene nor back into his- 
tory. Else he would have seen so many 
cases of distinguished race mares produc- 
ing distinguished progeny that he would 
have mourned the loss of La Mission in 
other words. 

In the United States, this year’s Bel- 
mont Stakes and Lawrence Realization 
winner Counterpoint is out of the Selima 
Stakes winner Jabot. The first filly 


to defeat Princess Lygia (in the rich Prin- 
cess Pat Stakes at Washington Park) was 
A Gleam, a daughter of the outstanding 
race mare Twilight Tear. Be Fleet, one 
of the leading money winners of the year, 
is a son of the high-class mare Bala 
Ormont. 


Bernwood, which ran‘a mile in 1:334¢ 
to win the Sheridan Handicap, is out of 
the top-class Miss Dogwood, which in 
turn was out of the top-class Myrtlewood. 
Lithe, winner of $181,950 to date, is out 
of Alcibiades, a top-class racer and now 
an honored pensioner at Beaumont Farm 
after a stud record which included three 
other classic winners in Sparta, Menow, 
and Salaminia. 


Next Move, one of the leading money- 
winning mares of all time, is out of Now 
What, the best 2-year-old filly of her year. 
Palestinian, winner of $278,275, is out of 
the stakes winner Dolly Whisk. Vagrancy, 
the best filly of her year, produced as her 
first foal Black Tarquin, one of the best 
horses raced in England since the war, 
and is currently represented in the U. S. 
by Vulcania, one of the best 3-year-old 
fillies. Curandero, recent winner of the 
richest handicap ever run at a Chicago 
track, is out of the Santa Anita Derby 
winner Ciencia. And so on, and so on. 

To be sure, there are excellent horses 
out of mares which, as far as the record 
shows, couldn’t run a lick. But are these

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mares identifiable in advance by their 
pedigrees? Sometimes maybe, sometimes 
no. Most of them are found by the simple 
process of trial and error, and the ex- 
perienced breeder, unless he has shut his 
mind up in the deep-freeze, will have 
perceived that there are almost as many 
errors as trials. 


Our man in Buenos Aires is not aware 
of Phalanx the son of Jacola, Capot the 
son of Piquet, Spy Song the son of Mata 
Hari, Olympia the son of Miss Dolphin, 
Better Self the son of Bee Mac, Faultless 
the son of Unerring, Roman the son of 
*Buckup, Donor the son of Orissa, Equi- 
poise the son of Swinging, and all the 
others which would come to mind if a 
little time were spent in remembering. 


He does not recall Coronation, Marcel 
Boussac’s outstanding race mare, the 
daughter of Esmeralda, one of the best 
fillies to carry the Boussac silks during 
the last war. He forgets that Adargatis, 
dam of *Ardan, won the French Oaks, 
and that Astronomie, dam of Arbar and 
unbeaten Caracalla, was an excellent race 
mare. He ignores Federico Tesio’s Dau- 
mier, which until he lost form in the 
Gran Premio d'Italia appeared to be the 
best colt in Italy since Nearco; Daumier 
is out of the *Mahmoud mare Donatella, 
one of the best fillies in Italy during the 
war. and herself out of a noted perform- 
er. Delleana. Niccolo dell’Arca, sire of 
Daumier, and Nearco were both out of 
Nogara, a top-class mare in Italy, descend- 
ed, through an English One Thousand 
Guineas winner, from a mare which won 
the Travers Stakes at Saratoga in 1865. 


Perhaps he is unaware that Plucky 
Liege. dam of *Sir Gallahad III, *Bull 
Dog. *Quatre Bras II, Admiral Drake, 
and Bois Roussel. was the top filly in the 
2-year-old Free Handicap of her year in 
England. Or that *Teddy’s dam was a 
high-class racer. Or that the extraordi- 
nary success of a certain French branch 
of the Herod male line in recent years 1s 
based largely upon alliances with ex- 
treme racing class, as in Kizil Kourgan, 
the dam of *Ksar, and Durban, the dam 
of Tourbillon. Maybe he forgets that the 
top-class Selene produced Hyperion, 
*Sickle, *Pharamond II, and Hunter’s 
Moon. It takes a lot of forgetting not to 
be aware of some of the thousands of 
instances. 

| asked Mrs. Federico Tesio a few 
years ago what she considered the best 
race mare ever owned by the fabulous 
stable over which her husband has _ pre- 
sided with such success.

One of the strange quirks in the mem- 
ory of horsemen—it is so pronounced that 
it appears worthy of some psychological 
research—is the ability to remember the 
“failure” of mares like Regret and Top 
Flight and forget the success of mares 
like Prudery and Cleopatra. Any statis- 
tical analysis will demonstrate the su- 
periority of high-class mares over others, 
but statistics do not appear always to fit 
comfortably into the mouths of practical 
horsemen or their workaday sources of 
information. Hence some of them have to 
be spoon-fed with examples. 

The examples given above are not of- 
fered as proof of anything; they are only 
the sputtering provoked by the non- 
sensical observation of an anonymous 
writer more than eight thousand miles 
away. They could be multiplied a hun- 
dredfold and still nothing would have 
been proved. But no student of breeding 
has yet produced a formula for selecting 
poor or untried race mares in such a 
way as to assure results one-half, or even 
one-fourth, as good as may confidently be 
expected from high-class race mares. 

Well, now I can get back to work. 


Keeneland Catalogue Error 


A major error appears in the catalogue 
for the Keeneland fall yearling sales, just 
issued. Hip No. 512 appears as a bay colt 
by Signator out of Dusty Maid, consigned 
by Jack Kain. The dam, it was discovered 
after the catalogue had been printed, 
should have been Dusky Maid, by Or- 
mont. Dusky Maid won 17 races, and her 
first two foals are winners.

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NEW ZEALAND, by R. L. Paull 


The Champion 
Mainbrace 


AUCKLAND 


Over the years New Zealand has bred 
many grand horses only to lose them to 
overseas buyers who have been _pre- 
pared to bid high. So it has been with 
some of the sires imported from England, 
Ireland, and France. Some few years ago 
*Beau Pere was establishing himself here 
when his owner could not resist a tempt- 
ing offer from Australia. Still later this 
grand horse found his way to California 
to make fame for himself there. 

Now we have narrowly missed losing 
our present champion, Mainbrace, to 
America. The chestnut was to have his 
first outing for the 1951-52 season at the 
Franklin meeting, he being now a four- 
year-old, but was withdrawn on the morn- 
ing of the race. It appears that a pros- 
pective buyer had rung through from 
California to request that Mainbrace be 
withdrawn. The connections declined to 
state the price offered, but rumour had 
it that it was in the vicinity of £50,000— 
very big money in this country. However, 
for some reason still unstated, the deal 
was not made. 

Owned by Dr. T. C. Fraser in partner- 
ship with Mr. R. H. Nolan, Mainbrace 
in two seasons racing won 21 of his 23 
starts, has been second once and third 
once for £26,875 in money. His third 
came at his first start at two years, but 
he won his next six. Unfortunately, the 
sequence was broken when, following a 
spell, he reappeared at Avondale last Sep- 
tember to be beaten by another 3-year- 
old, The Unicorn, in the open sprint. 

Thereafter, Mainbrace went from suc- 
cess to success, racing over all distances 
and against all ages. Always a little frac- 
tious at the barrier, he occasionally sacri- 
ficed ground at the jump-away, but almost 
invariably he was in front within a fur- 
long to bowl along untroubled. There was 
an odd occasion or two when his rider 
had to call for a further effort and in- 
variably Mainbrace pulled out something 
extra. His heart is definitely in the right 
place. The close of the old season found 
him claiming 15 successive wins as a 3- 
year-old and lovers of a good horse were 
expecting him to break the long-stand- 
ing record for Australia and New Zeal- 
and of Gloaming and Desert Gold.

was a mare owned and bred here and 
each of these earlier stars built up a 
sequence of 19 successive wins. At one 
stage it looked as though *Ajax would 
wrest the honour for Australia, but Spear 
Chief, a horse with a New Zealand asso- 
ciation, halted his winning run at the 
19th attempt. Then follows in the list 
Mainbrace, on a par with mighty Carbine 
and the Australian-bred *Bernborough, 
one point ahead of *Phar Lap. The last 
named, as many Americans are aware, was 
bred in New Zealand, did most of his 
racing in Australia, was a winner of 
Agua Caliente, and died shortly after- 
wards, his bones being buried far from 
his homeland. 

Mainbrace thus mingles in the records 
with many gallant performers of the past. 
He is a product of Admiral’s Luck, a 
Precipitation horse who died after being 
at stud in this country a compara- 
tively brief period. On the maternal side 
Admiral’s Luck comes from Gainsborough 
Lass, the maternal line that gave Eng- 
land the Derby and St. Leger winner, 
Airborne. The dam of Mainbrace is 
Maneroo, by imported Siegfried from the 
Hallowmas mare Haligan. Neither Man- 
eroo nor Haligan was exactly a cham- 
pion, but the further removes of the 
family are rich in winners. 


MAINBRACE

From the point of view of looks Main- 
brace may disappoint critics a trifle, but 
he is a truly magnificent race horse—a real 
galloping machine, able to handle all 
kinds of tracks. 

Incidentally, in all his successes Main- 
brace was ridden by the Auckland horse- 
man G. F. Hughes, whose dark skin bears 
evidence of the dash of the Maori in his 
veins. The deeds of Mainbrace did much 
to place Hughes at the head of the 
jockeys’ list in the past season. He de- 
throned W. J. Broughton, who follows his 
profession at the lower end of this island. 
Broughton is a quarter-cast Maori and 
another great horseman, having repeated- 
ly won the championship. Interestingly 
enough, an uncle of Broughton is the top 
trotting driver in the Auckland Province. 


MEMORIES. The news from America 
that Citation had topped the million mark 
carried interest to New Zealanders in that 
his sire, Bull Lea, is a maternal grandson 
of Spearmint, son of Carbine, a horse 
which was foaled on the outskirts of 
Auckland city. Carbine was sold to Aus- 
tralia where he won immortal fame prior 
to being taken to England to take up 
duty at the stud. But there is yet another 
link with New Zealand in that Trenton, 
which appears on both sides of Citation’s 
pedigree, was also bred in the environs 
of Auckland.
